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MEMORANDUM FOR: DDP/PG 

SUBJECT: Project AEFREEMAN 


1. In concurring in the- renewal of this project, we wish 
to recommend (with reference to our recent oral discussion with 
C/SR/CA)that the following action be taken during the remainder 
of FY 63, 


a. A serious effort should be made to collect information 
on audience reaction to radio broadcasts to the Baltic countries 
particularly to those carried by Radio Madrid. The assistance 
of Radio Liberty's and RFE's audience analysis facilities may 
be of value In this connection. The continuation of the Radio 
Madrid programs beyond FY 63 should be reconsidered in 

the light of results achieved, as well as with reference to the 
political situation in Spain. 

b. To the extent that it is valuable for specific propaganda 
and political action purposes, activity directed at persons 
from Afro-Asian and other emergent areas sho\ild be developed 
under closer supervision than has apparently been possible 
recently. Persons engaged in this contact activity whose 
performance and potential are limited, should be phased out and 
only those who display imagination, energy and produce results 
should be retained. 

2. We note that this project is being renewed for 3 less 

than the amount provided for in SR's FY 1963 Operational Program. 

We hope that this amount can be utiliaed by SR Division to launch 
new or stepped up CA operations in fields which need greater attention.
